Syrian soldiers in the area. A Christian broadcast said that Lebanese army 
units bad joined Them against the Syrians. 

Heavy artillery and rocket duels were fought in Beirut as the Christians 
and Syrians battled for control of Karan tina Bridge, which commands the 
northeast approaches to the capital. 

Residents said that 500 Syrian soldiers had been surrounded by Chris- 
tian militiamen near the bridge over the Beirut River, a vital supply route 
for (he Israeli-armed Christians. 

“The Syrians are shelling in order 
to relieve their men near the 
bridge,” one resident said. 

Troops Said to Revolt 

The rightist radio said that some 
Lebanese army units were joining 
the Christians and broadcast a 
communique from what it said was 
the “Revolutionary Command of 
the Lebanese Army."

WASHINGTON, OcL 3 (WP) — The United States sold a record 
amount of military weapons and services to foreign countries in the 
fiscal year just ended, according to Pentagon figures released yes- 
terday. 

The $13.6 billion total for fiscal 1978 is a record even though 
President Carta had pledged to reduce US. sates of weaponry. 
Adminis tration officials, however, said yesterday that the total is 
misleading because it includes such items as housing and hospitals. 

Interpretations aside, these are the figures released by the Penta- 
gon for fiscal 1978, which ended at midnight Saturday: 

• Total sales of everything from planes to shopping centers built 
under the direction of the Army Cops of Engineers, $13.6 billion 
— $400 million more than the previous high of $13.2 biffion in 
fiscal 1976.

Gunmen Slay 
Naval Officer

— Masked gunmen tonight entered 
the apartment of a senior navy offi- 
cer and shot him dead in the pres- 
ence of his wife, police said.

Morale, 56, was killed after the at-

Soviets Supply 
Nuclear Plant , 
Labs , to Libya 

PARIS, Ocl 3 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union has signed an agreement to 
supply Libya with a nuclear power 
complex, including a 300-megawatt 
power generating station, a re- 
search center and laboratories, a 
Soviet official said today. 

Andronnik Petrossiantz, presi- 
dent of the Soviet Atomic Energy 
Commission, who is accompanying 
a Soviet trade delegation here, said 
that some of the power station's 
output would be used for water 
desaiinization. 

He said that apart from members 
of Comecon. the Eastern European 
trade bloc, Finland and Libya are 
the only other customers for Soviet 
nuclear power stations. "Because of 
domestic requirements, the Soviet 
Union is forced to refuse foreign 
orders for its nuclear plants," Mr. 
Petrossiantz said. 

He also said the Soviet Union 
had developed a new uranium en- 
richment process, adding only that 
early results were excellent and that 
a pilot plant was in operation. 

Mr. Petrossiantz said France and 
the Soviet Union have signed a 
two-year nuclear cooperation 
agreement that will involve about 
300 technicians on several joint 
projects.

VATICAN CITY. Oct. 3 — The 
sun conquered the clouds above 
Rome today, ending two and a half 
days of torrential rain and raising 
hopes for pleasant weather during 
the open-air funeral Mass tomor- 
row for Pope John Paul I. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
mourners, including dignitaries 
from 100 nations, are expected to 
attend the solemn Mass, and Vati- 
can officials said about 7,000 secur- 
ity officers were bang called up for 
the occasion. 

Thousands streamed past the 
body today. The Vatican estimated 
that more than 500,000 have 
viewed the body since Friday. The 
pope died Thursday of a heart at- 
tack after a reign of'only 34 days.

Pressmen Vote 
To End Strike 
At N.Y. Post 

NEW YORK. Oct. 3 (AP) — 
Striking pressmen overwhelmingly 
ratified a new contract with the 
New York Post today, ending their 
union’s eight-week walkout at the 
afternoon daily, a union official 
said. 

However, it was not immediately 
dear whether the Post would be 
able to publish a Wednesday edi- 
tion. Typographers, who have a 
long-term contract with the Post, 
had returned to their jobs before 
thepressmen took their vote. 

Tne Post pressmen approved a 
contract that basically promised to 
match terms that the pressmen 
negotiated with The New York 
Times and the Daily News, both 
morning papers. The three dailies 
have been shut since Aug. 9. 

More talks between pressmen 
and the News and the Times were 
set for tomorrow morning. 

The Post offer followed the wage 
pattern set in tentative agreements 
with the deliverers at all three 
papers, adding S68 to weekly pay 
over a three-year period dating 
back to March 31. 

Such a raise at the Post would 
increase the base pay of reporters 
and photographers with two years' 
experience to S525.

Magic Mark 

A program is under way to dou- 
ble the temperatures achieved here 
at theT-10 Tokomak machine to 26 
million degrees, but it will go no 
hotter than that and will not do it 
any earlier than 1983.

Temperatures erf at least 60 mil- 
lion and as much as 80 million de- 
grees were reached repeatedly at 
Princeton in July. One way the 
Princeton Tokomak, which is 
roughly the Russian word for 
“doughnut-shaped machine," 
achieved its record temperature 
was to superheat the deuterium gas 
confined by huge magnets with 
neutral subatomic particles striking 
the gas at fantastic speeds.

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'Proposition 14’ 


The British Labor Party has rejected its 
own government's proposal to limit wage in- 
creases to 5 per cent tins year. So Prime Min- 
ister Callaghan, after postponing the general 
elections indefinitely, must now do the same 
with his fight against inflation. The pressure 
on the Labor party itself quite obviously 
comes from the unions; admittedly there can 
always be an argument about the effect of 
wages on inflation and vice versa; there can 
always be dispute over whether a wage in- 
crease which does not match price increases 
is equitable or efficient. But the main point is 
that the British Lab or Party will run in the 
next elections as the British labor unions — 
to no one’s surprise, probably, but to Mr. 
Callaghan's perplexity and to complicate 
Britain’s economic difficulties. 

* * * 

This, of course, is not a British problem 
alone. Within the United States there are 
vast middle-class waves stirring, started by 
that quake in the California fault — Proposi- 
tion 13. The victory of this proposition in 
California was essentially a victory for the 
property owners who resented the inflation- 
ary growth of local taxes. But it is already 
exerting pressure on national politicians to 
limit national taxation, and this promises to 
be a principal issue in the 1980 presidential 
campaign. But the income tax is rather re- 
motely housed in the federal Treasury and 
the first battles over taxation have been local. 

like Mr. Callaghan's effort to limit wage 
increases, the Proposition 13 movement af- 
fects wages first. It causes reductions in the 
numbers and limits on the salaries of com- 
munity workers, even though many support- 
ers of the proposition say that the ceiling it 
would place on local expenditures should 
only affect governmental extravagance. But 
somehow, such ceilings, whether placed by a 
state proposition as in California or by local 
officials as in many cities and towns across 
the United States, do seem to hit first and 
hardest on the wages of the workers. 

That, no doubt, is the reason why some 
quarter of a million U.S. children, in seven 
states, have been affected by strikes or 
threats of strikes by their teachers — what 


might be called Proposition 14. The teachers 
are organized, and while it is usually illegal 
for them to withhold their services in a strike, 
they can and do upset educational programs 
in many communities when unsatisfied with 
their pay or working conditions. The old 
days, when working for the government, 
whether as teacher or garbage man, was con- 
sidered to bring enough security to compen- 
sate for low wages, are gone. And with mod- 
em. complex a dminis trative systems, it is no 
longer possible to improvise working forces 
when faced with a strike. 

* * * 

So the union and the strike, or the possibil- 
ity of one, constitute very powerful forces in 
today’s advanced economies. They can con- 
test the decisions of a prime minister, or offer 
a Proposition 14 to meet Proposition 13. 
Strikes do not always achieve Lheir goals, es- 
pecially when their illegality can be combat- 
ed by fines and imprisonment. But at least, 
in their own simplistic context, they can offer 
counter-arguments to simplistic efforts to 
combat inflation. 

Proposition 13 offered such an argument. 
It did not attempt to balance off services 
a gains t legitimate tax resources, which is 
what every government at every level should 
seek to do. Rather, it stated those tax re- 
sources arbitrarily, and produced serious ef- 
fects in limitin g services and what those who 
supplied such services might reasonably 
expect. And much the same may be said of 
“guidelines" intended to prevent wages or 
prices from contributing to inflation when 
many other forces — money supply, cost of 
imported raw materials or fuels — are also at 
work. 

* * * 

In sum, the relationship between govern- 
ment and the costs and quality of living is far 
more complex than either political parties or 
unions are willing to acknowledge — and 
perhaps more complex Lhan the state of the 
economic art can presently reduce to practi- 
cal programs. The propositions on both sides 
are too simple; the effects are too drastic, to 
allow communities, local or national, to es- 
cape into them. 


World Bank and World’s Poor 


The purpose of economic development in 
the poorest regions of the world is not to be 
found in the rows of statistics on production 
and trade. It lies in the opportunity to im- 
prove the chances that new-born infants will 
survive, that they will go to school and learn 
to read, that they will live longer than then- 
parents, that they will spend those years in 
communities more hopeful than the slums 
now growing uncontrollably around the trop- 
ical cities. The World Bank’s annual meeting, 
held here last week, is an occasion for taking 
stock of conditions among the rich and the 
poor. The bank itself, as the major conduit of 
development capital from north to south, has 
also become the leading source of reliable 
comparative information on subjects reach- 
ing far beyond finance. 

By the end of this century, if things contin- 
ue on their present course, there will be 600 
million people around the world living in ab- 
solute poverty, at the edge of survivaL That 
forecast was offered by the president of the 
bank, Robert McNamara, as an indicator of 
need. Taken by itself, the number raises a 
certain danger that Americans will respond 
by merely throwing up their hands at the im- 
possibility of doing anything at all about 
need on such a scale. But Mr. McNamara 
was making the opposite point: Things are 
demonstrably changing and improving in 
most of the poor countries. By the bank’s 
count, about 800 million people — just under 
two-fifths of the total populations — are now 
living in absolute poverty in those countries. 
If the number drops to 600 million over the 
next generation, it will mean that the propor- 
tion has fallen to less than one-fifth. If so 
much can be accomplished with the present 
rather modest amounts of aid and govern- 
ment-backed lending, does that not become 
an urgent argument for doing more? 

There are some three dozen countries — 
India and Indonesia are the largest among 
them — in which economic output per capita 
is less than $250 a year. Out of every 1,000 
babies bom there, 122 die before their first 


birthday. That’s eight times the rate in the 
United States. But it's down from die 1960 
rate of 144. Life expectancy there is about 44 
years (compared with 73 currently inthe 
United States), but that’s up from 36 years in 
1960. Also since I960, literacy in this those 
countries has almost doubled; one out of eve- 
ry four persons now can read, and among 
young children half are going to school. Only 
one out of 12 goes on to high schooL but 15 
years ago it was one out of 50. One family 
out of every four now has access to a safe 
water supply. 

But the savage arithmetic of population 
growth continues as usual Although death 
rates are down significantly in those parts of 
the world, birth rates are not. There has been 
substantial improvement in several big coun- 
tries, but there’s no general pattern. Nearly 
half of this population is under the age of 15. 
The proportion living in the cities is still low 

— about one out of every eight people — but 
it’s rising fast. Food production per capita in 
those poorest countries is a little lower now 
than it was a decade ago. 

Over the turbulent years from 1970 to 
1975 — the years of oil crisis and crop failure 

— it was generally the middle range of devel- 
oping countries whose economies expanded 
most rapidly. The rich industrial economies 
proved more vulnerable and did less well. 
But ft was the poorest countries whose eco- 
nomic growth rates were lowest of all in 
those years. 

Those countries need two thin gs, above all 
else, from the industrial world. They need ac- 
cess to markets, and that access is reduced 
every time a country like the United States 
puls quotas and restrictions on its imports of 
their products. They also need capital. That 
is why the World Bank is now askin g its 
sponsors and donors, the governments of the 
rich countries, to increase its lending capaci- 
ty. In relation to the size of its own growing 
economy, the United States is now contribut- 
ing just half as much as it did in 1960.

Kissinger as Catnip 
For the Republicans

Carter’s New Image 


N EW YORK — Suddenly Jim- 
my Carter is looking good 
and not just because of his smash- 
ing success at Lhe summit. Perhaps 
not in modem history has so spec- 
tacular an achievement so quickly 
redeemed a president whose stand- 
ing had been so low; only Richard 
Nixon's “opening to China" comes 
to min d in comparison, and Mr. 
Nixon in his first term never 
slipped as far down in the polls as 
Mr. Carter did before Camp David. 

But look at what else is happen- 
ing: 

In Congress, House and Senate 
conferees nave agreed on a Civil 
Service reform bul that gives the 
White House most of what it want- 
ed. Natural gas legislation, however 
tortured, has at last been agreed 
upon. A separate Department of 
Education is about to be approved 
in the Senate and sent on to the 
House. All these measures honor 
major Carter campaign pledges. 

World Scene 

On the world scene. Carter has 
followed the Camp David accords 
with another striking initiative — 
his call for an international confer- 
ence to resolve, if possible, the 
three-year-old Lebanese civil war. 
Such a conference would be a logi- 
cal outgrowth of the long steps 
toward a Middle East peace taken 
at Camp David, as well as a natural 
product of the newly established 
Carter leadership. 

Here at home. Carter moved 
quickly to get the striking railway 
clerics back to work for a cooling- 
off period. And at his latest news 
conference he spoke more forceful- 
ly than usual about his intent to 
control inflation and against what 
he called “the age-old policy of 
pork-barrel allocations” by Con- 
gress. And whether or not holding 
down federal spending is as much 
the key to holding down inflation 
as Carter insists, there can be little 
doubt that politically the public is 
with him in his intention to wield 
his veto forcefully against excess 
spending. 

Conceivably. Carter might not 
suffer much even from a veto of 
such a popular measure as the bill 
to provide tuition tax credits for 
parents of college students. Such a 
step taken in the face of popular 
opinion would tend to re-enforce 
the best thing Mr. Carter now has 
going for him — a renewed public 
sense of him as a forceful and cou- 
rageous leader able to rise above 
the usual precautions and 
maneuvers of politics to fight for 
what be believes in. That is his real 
gain from the summit and other re- 
cent victories, and an unpopular 
veto might well do more to enhance 
it than a tame acquiescence in a 
popular measure he is known to 
oppose. 

Next Hurdle 

Similarly, in the next big hurdle 
he faces. Carter’s political interest 
would be better served by an un- 
popular but tough stance than by a 
soft approach. That will come in 
October, when he announces his 
new proposals for coping with ris- 
ing wages and prices — a necessity 
upon which holding down the fed-

eral deficit will not have much im- 
mediate impact. 

The president already has made 
it clear that he will not impose fed- 
eral controls on wages and prices.* 
But results have made it equally - 
clear that the present voluntary sys- 
tem is not getting the job done. 
Polls show that the public wants in- 
flation checked ana would be will- 
ing to accept controls to get results. 
Hence, the tougher action Carter 
lakes, the better politically as well 
as economically. 

And it’s reasonable to suppose 
that even businessmen and labor 
leaders, no matter how much they 
may chafe at any kind of federal 
interference in prices and wages, 
would be (a) relieved that he did 
not actually order controls, and (b) 
pleased at nis determination to deal 
with inflation. 

Carter also indicated at his news 
conference that he would be turn- 
ing his attention to the SALT talks 
with the Soviet Union — another 
matter of highest-level importance 
that will strongly challenge his 
leadership. No conceivable SALT 
agreement with the Soviet Union is 
going to be palatable to hawks in 
the Senate, many of whom are lead- 
ers in the president's own party; 
whether the Russians and the Sen- 
ate will accept the same SALT 
agreement is a real question. And 
almost any SALT agreement will 
be pictured by plausible spokesmen 
as endangering national security, if 
not as an actual sell-out to the Rus- 
sians. 

Facing these prospects, Mr. 


Carter’s best bet is not to flinch, to 
go ahead with an agreement that in 
his judgment is in the national 
interest, then to fight for it tena- 
ciously — including taking his case 
to a public that basically favors nu- 
clear arms limitation, so long as it 
does not endanger national securi- 
ty. After all, the Panama Canal 
treaties once seemed impossible to 
pass, and no one believed much 
could be accomplished at Camp 
David. 

Whatever happened, Mr. Carter 
would once a gain have shown him- 
self a leader willing to stand up for 
what he believes in, whatever the 
odds. A President with that reputa- 
tion hardly needs any other.

The second critical choice tarns 
on sanctions. The president has 
sworn off direct wage and price 
controls.

But if the guidelines are to have 
any force at all they must be ac- 
companied by sanctions against 
those who do not play by the rales. 
Since wages will be the chief victim 
of the guidelines themselves, the 
sanctions, as a matter of fairness, 
go against business. . 

The president's advisers have 
pretty much decided that 
meat — the giving and wit 
of government contracts — repre- 
sents the most effective form of 
punishment. But within that frame- 
work, detailed issues remain in 
doubt. 

It is not dear whether companies 
ought to be made to accept the 
principle of guidelines before bid- 
ding for contracts, or only be held 
responsible when they are caught in 
a violation. Nor whether the guide- 
lines ought to overrule existing con- 
tracts. Nor whether exceptions 
should be made in cases where 
oost-of-lJving increases have been 
written into existing contracts. 

A third area for critical decision 
involves the programs of the feder- 
al government Just as labor . will ac- 
cept sacrifices only if . business fol- 
lows suit business wfll do its part 
only if it sees the government lead- 
ing the way. Many government ac- 


tions — from sugar legislation to 
protection against competition — 
are induded. 

But tiie centerpiece is the federal 
budget. The budget for fiscal- 1980 
points toward a deficit of wdl over 
$30 billion. Most of those con- 
cerned with social programs, and 
rocess itself, would 
figure. The anti- 
' inflationary hawks want the presi- 
dent to cut tiKsprogrammed deficit 
to wdl bdow $30 button. 

A fourth choice centers around 
an administrator for the new pro- 
gram. Running the anti-inflation 
effort is a very big deaL It indudes 
investigating companies and 
unions, nego tiating with them, and 
applying general rules to a broad 
range of price and wage decisions. 

The job can only be done by a 
person of varsity caliber who is riv- 
en high prominence and applies his 
fufl-tnne efforts to fi ghting infla- 
tion. If only because they are too 
much occupied otherwise, and too 
little in harmony personally, nei- 
ther Secretary or the Treasury Mi- 
chael Blumenthal nor trade negoti- 
ator Robert Strauss can do the job 
wdl Somebody new must be add- 
ed. 

The importance of making the 
right choice in the inflation area 
can hardly he exaggerated. Infla- 
. tion itself is bad enough. The cur- 
rent rate, roughly J7 percent, means 
that prices double every dozen 
years. 

Far worse is the impact on 
expectations. Businessmen do not 
invest. Holders of surplus dollars 
try to move into other currendes or 
gold. Voters panicinto 
Proposition 13-type tax cuts 
hep the haves at the expense of the 
have-nots. 

All these considerations ride on 
the president’s decisions. In the 
past he has been able to waffle on 
inflation without paying , a heavy 
cost except in lost time. But now 
the issue is No. 1. If he waffles 
he will buy the kind of trou- 
it will even wipe out the glow 
of Camp David.

chemicals or hormones. . 

The key to the effectiveness is the fluidity of a woman s cervical 
mucus, which correlates with periods when she is most fertile and. 
least fertile, the developers say. The two researchers say that the 
device can determine within a day when a woman is most fertile. 

Dr. Kosasky said that when the mucus is thick it provides a 
natural barrier to the penetration of sperm, and when the mucus is 
thin it si gn a ls that die woman is fertile. . 

The FDA by law most approve marketing of birth-control devic- 
es and is studying the results erf 18 months of field-testing of the

HONG KONG. Ocl 3 (WP) — 
Cambodia’s revolutionary govern- 
ment, reviled in the West for al- 
leged mass killiwy and threatened 
by a huge Vi etnam ese Army, has 
begun to emerge from its diplomat- 
ic shell in a desperate bid for sur- 
vival 

The mysterious, xenophobic 
Communist leaders who took pow- 
er in Phnom Penh in 1975 have 
moved to normalize relations with 
their non-Communisi neighbors, 
sought economic aid from Japan 
and appealed to the thousands of 
Cambodians who have fled abroad 
to return and help rebuild the 
country. 

President Carter has labeled 
Phnom Penh the world’s worst vio- 
lator of human rights, and Britain 
lock the reports of Cambodian 
atrocities to (ne UN Human Rights 
Commission, leading to a Cambo- 
dian reply that British citizens only 
enjoyed the right to be slaves, 
thieves, prostitutes or unemployed. 

Cambodia’s now well- traveled 
deputy premier. Ieng Saiy, has 
completed a highly publicized ap- 
pearance at the nboaligned confer- 
ence in Belgrade and is expected to 
travel next month to one of Asia’s 
most pro-Western nations, the Phil- 
ippines, sources in Manila said. 

Linwted Resources 

“They are definitely coming out 
of their shell” said an Indo china 
expert here. “The Cam bodians 
don't have much pull they have 
very limited resources and sot a 
very good reputation, so they seem 
to be coming to realize they need as 
many friends as they can geL” 

Yet another sign of the regime's 
effort is seen in the public appear- 
ance of Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
once king and afterward the head 
of state. There had been 
that Prince Sihanouk, 56. was 1 
He lived for a long time in 
then returned to Phnom Pe 
where he was said to be under 
house arrest Recently he was seen 
at a banquet 

Observers believe that the 


prince's reappearance may be an 
attempt to arouse patriotism and 
boost the morale of the army in the 
war with Vietnam. 

Whether any of this activity will 
help the Phnom Penh leadership 
stave off severe economic difficul- 
ties and. a combined invasion and 
insurgency organized by their for- 
mer ally, Vietnam, remains to be 
seen. 

The secretive Cambodian Com- 
munist Party clique led by Premier 
Pol Pot is already the target of an 
insurgency movement of disen- 
chanted Cambodian Communists 
organized by Hanoi in Cambodia's 
Kjuu region in the northeast, where 
Vietnamese troops also arc await- 
ing the end of the rainy season. Pol 
Pot may be even more vulnerable 
to intrigue by officials close to him 
who see a way to oust him and 
please Cambodia’s No. 1 ally, Chi- 
na. 

Much of Cambodia’s renewed 
diplomatic activity seems to be the 
result of tutoring from Pelting, 
which has won much international 
praise and support through its own 
diplomatic revival in recent years. 

Refugee Reports 

When the pro-American Cambo- 
dian government collapsed in 1975, 
the Pol Pot group moved Cambodi- 
an city dwellers out into the coun- 
tryside. It imposed a primitive, 
barter economy and a political 
purge that, a cording to refugee 
accounts, brought hundreds of 
thousands of deaths by murder, 
disease and starvation. 

This left Phnom Penh with few 
friends in the world betides China, 
which saw a need to stymie efforts 
to turn Cambodia into a client state 
of Vietnam, and of C hina 's arch 
rival, the Soviet Union. 

For a long period little was heard 
from Cambodia on the internation- 
al scene. Diplomats from Phnom 
Penh usually traveled only to 
Peking. But in the last year, as tbeir 
border conflict with Vietnam has 
exploded into full-scale war, the 
Cambodians have begun to seek 
help almost frantically from other 


quarters in apparent hopes of 
lowing the Vietnamese they are 
not doling with a weak interna- 
tional outcast. 

ieng Sary, who is responsible for 
foreign affairs, visited Thailand in 
July to work out an agreement that 
would end violent incidents along 
the Thai border and allow Phnom 
Penh to concentrate on the real war 
with the thousands of Vietnamese 
troops already reported inside 
Cambodia. The Cambodian official 
lamely referred to bloody Cambo- 
dian killings of Thai villagers as 
“misunderstandings.” Such inci- 
dents seem to have been curtailed 
recently. 

Rke Barter Sought 
Agreements were reached to nor- 
malize relations with Malaysia and 
Indonesia. An official Singapore 
delegation visited Phnom Penh and 
signed an agreement in May restor- 
ing economic and trade ties as well 
as sea transportation and telephone 
links. Cambodia is seeking a barter 
of rice for manufactured 


correspondents, such as two report- 
ers from pro-Peking newspapers in 
Hong Kong, to see small Cambodi- 
an units bravely fending off the 
Vietnamese onslaughts. 

According to Phnom Penh radio, 
the premier has invited all Cambo- 
dians living abroad, including those 
who fled, to return borne “without 
fear ” He said Cambodian exiles re- 
main abroad because “they have 
been fooled by our enemies.” 

“If they want to return, no mat- 
ter who they are, we will give them 
a cordial reception.” he said. Mote 
than 16,000 Cambodian refugees 
arc living in Thailand and tens of 


tbousasnds hare been resettled in 
France, the United States and Aus- 
tralia. 

Many diplomatic observers here 
are betting, however, that the pres- 
ent Phnom Penh government, or at 
least the small group around Pol 
Pot, will not be able to withstand 
general dissatisfaction within the 
rountiy and the expected new at- 
tack by Vietnam. 

At least as serious is the insur- 
gency led by Cambodians, many of 
them part of a purged pro-Hanoi 
faction in the Cambodian party, in 
the northeastern sections of' the 
rountry now occupied by the Viet- 
namese.

P ARIS, Oct. 3 (IHT) — “Straight 
Tune** (at the George V and 
the Cltiny Ecoles in English) is in 
danger of being dubbed un grand 
Hoffman by some well-meaning 
Parisian reviewer. In other words, it 
is another uninspired movie hold- 
ing Dustin Hoffman as its trump 
card.

In “Straight Time" he has a rou- 
tine and ill-fitting role, that of a re- 
leased jailbird who. prevented from 
going straight, goes back to armed 
robbery, a hackneyed transaction 
that causes one to wish he had nev- 
er been liberated. This bandit also 
obtains an innocent sweetheart so 
devoted that she would follow him 
into crime, though he gallantly 
deters her. The excessive sentimen- 
tality of the script is a throwback to 
the distant past. As it is common 
for gangsters’ molls to betray their 
men to the police, the cinema aban- 
doned that form of maudlin love 
interest long ago. The authors of 
the present scenario have pushed 
the hands of the clock back to the 
p re- James Cagney era.

“Semi-Tough” (at the Paramount 
Elysees. the Montparnasse and the 
Studio Medicis in English) is what 
is termed a screwball comedy. It is 
so American in concept, flavor and 
execution that to French audiences 
it must be as startlingly exotic as a 
Sacha Guitry boudoir farce would 
be in Iowa — and as welcome. Its 
backdrop is U.S. professional fooi- 
balL but it is not necessary to be 
acquainted with the rules of the 
game to enjoy the frantic slapstick 
hurry-scurry that occupies the 
screen. It as though the funny pa- 
pers had been suddenly anima ted.

The popular Burt Reynolds and 
Kris Kristofferson are members of 
a football team financed by the fa- 
ther of their favorite companion, a 
devil-may-care playgirL realized 
with flashing verve by Jill Clay- 
burgh. The plot, such as it is, is as 
maze-like as the narrative of a 
Marx Brothers' vehicle and similar- 
ly eludes outlining. Everything 
transpires at lightning speed with a 
barrage of inelegant language and 
Rabelaisian exuberance. 

Jill Gayburgh. who has dis- 
played her considerable ability as a 
dramatic actress in “An Unmarried 
Woman” and “Griffin and 
Phoenix,” reveals herself as equally 
skilled at zany farce. She is the 
most valuable and versatile of re- 
cent screen finds and this rough- 
and-ready, all-American comedy is 
evidence that Hollywood has not 
lost its knack for rousing laughter.

B erlin (ihtj — in coil 
R ussian, if you want to 
trate someone's stupidity, you can 
say, “He knows nothing, neither 
boom nor boom.” That odd turn of 
phrase, and not any involvement of 
explosive powder, explains the title 
of Georg Katzer’ s new opera “The 
Land of Boom-Boom.” which the 
Komische Oper unveiled this past 
weekend. 

The opera owes its existence to a 
competition for new stage works 
sponsored by the German Demo- 
cratic Republic in connection with 
its 25th anniversary. The librettist, 
Rainer Kirsch. borrowed his mate- 
rial from a tale entitled “Behind the 
Treble Clef,” which the Soviet poet 
Roald Dobrovensky bad published 
in 1967. Georg Katzer (bora 1935 
in Habelschwerdt) had figured on 
earlier Komische Oper playbills as 
iposer of the 


the composer of the 1975 ballet 
“Black Birds.” Kirsch and Katzer 
caD their new work “an opera far 
children and adults.” 

The production is typical of the 
high level that the Komische Oper 
maintains, with the house's boss 
himself, Joachim Herz, s tag i ng, 
Joachim Wlllert conducting, and 
Reinhart 7-immerm ann and Eleo- 
nore Kleiber respectively designing 
sets and costumes. The world pre- 
mier took place before an after- 
noon audience of children and 
adults. 

Uwe Peper, a young man of great 
c harm who sings the male lead, set 
the informal tone and established 


durable contact with his audience a 
few minutes after his entrance. He 
interrupted himself, smiled at His 
auditors and uttered a friendly 
“Guten tag.” 

The Land of Boom-Boom has an 
especially stupid and villainous 
ruler. King BB-flat TI. Boom- 
Boom’s inhabitants get their nour- 
ishment not orally but auraDy, and 
the king has banned all merry 
songs as harmful. Along comes the 
young hero, billed as Karl the Mer- 
ry Musician, and of course he im- 
mediately comes into conflict with 
such repressive mores. He lands in 
a dungeon, but then converts the 
king’s chief spy and the two of 
them, with a little help from their 
friends, provide the king with his 
comeuppance. 

Despite the considerable charm 
of the production, I doubt that this 
world itself offers very much to 
adults unaccompanied by children 
or at least not strongly interested in 
children and their reanions. That 
leaves us with the crucial question 
of what it offers children 

From some of those seated near 
me 1 beard some guileless but dev- 
astating queries. During one more 
or less atonal number, a child asked 
bis mother uncertainly, “Is that a 
sad song?” 

On the other band, at the final 
curtain, they seemed to have really 
loved it — and that, under the cir- 
cumstances, I think, one must re- 
gard as the salient verdict to report 
about “The Land of Boom-Boom.”

German Jazz 'Collector’ Acts as Patron to Musicians

■\7TLLINGEN, West Germany 
V (IHT) — Hans Georg 
Brunner-Schwer has applied the 
tradition of art collecting and pa- 
tronage to jazz. Like any art, jazz 
must come to the marketplace 
sometime; if the quality is high 
enough, it will appreciate in value. 
Like any patron, HGBS, as he is 
known, wants to give financial help 
to creative people and at the same 
time turn a long-term profit for 
himself — even if jazz is a high-risk 
investmenL 

Mr. Brunner-Schwer, who is the 
founder and president of MPS 
Records, an independent jazz label 
now in its 10th year, first listened to 
jazz (clandestinely) as a youth dur- 
ing World War II over Allied radio. 
Benny Goodman and Louis Arm- 
strong particularly fascinated him 
His parents, both musically 
inclined, often took him to Bay- 
reuth and Munich for operas and 
concerts. 

Played at Mass 

As a youth, he often played or- 
gan for mass in the VUlingen 
church. He became a good amateur 
pianist and later experimented with 
recording techniques. When he en- 
tered Saba, the family radio-manu- 
facturing business, he concentrated 
on electro-acoustical research. In

the '50s. be began to record then- 
unknown German jazz musicians 
such as Albert Mangelsdorff and 
Hans Koller on homemade equip- 
menL Along with many others, 
these tapes remain in his private 
archives. 

In 1961. he developed the 
“SabamobiL.” the first automobile 
cassette player. There were few 
commercial cassettes available at 


die time, and Saba began to pro- 
duce its own. When ITT bought 
Saba in 1968, h had no interest in 
producing records. Mr. Brunner- 
Schwer pulled out and formed 
MPS (Musikproduktion 
Schwarzwald). 

A total of 400 albums have been 
released since then. They include 
such artists as Dexter Gordon, 
Friedrich Gulda, Count Basie, Jim- 
my Knepper, Ella Fitzgerald, Enroll 
Gamer, George Gruntz, Baden 
Powell, Hank Jones, Richard Dav- 
is, Alphonse Mouzon, Milt 
Buckner and Joachim Kuhn. 

There is something of the 
groupie in any art patron. Mr. 
Brunner-Schwer has used his lux- 
urious house as bait to attract such 
jazz names as Duke Fllingt.-m Ted- 
dy Wilson and Oscar Peterson to 
private parties. With Peterson, it 
became a tradition of sorts every 
time he made a European tour. 
Sometimes he' played four-hands 
with Mr. Branner-Schwer, who 
would pay the Peterson trio its nor- 
mal concert fee. The audience was 
a select group of friends. The Peter- 
son performances were aired on 
closed-circuit television and were 
carefully tape-recorded. Peterson 
was under contract elsewhere, but 
when it lapsed, he moved to MPS 
and the tapes were released. 
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Mr. Brunner-Schwer was also the 
fust recording executive to see 
commercial potenial in Frank 
Zappa's keyboard man, George 
Duke, whom he signed to his first 
. contract. Duke is now one of the 
. biggest names in the disco market, 

. but on another Label. 

Summit Sessions 

One of the more interesting MPS 
concepts is a succession of 
“summits.” The “Violin S ummit ” 
includes Sven Asmussen, Stephane 
Grappelli, Jean-Luc Ponty and 
Stuff Smith. The “Alto Summit” 
features Lee Konitz. Pony Poin- 
dexter, Phil Woods and Leo 
Wright Last year’s “Trumpet 
Machine” included such names as 
Woody Shaw, Jon Faddis and Ken- 
ny Wheeler. 

While Mr. Brunner-Schwer is a 
clever enough businessman not to 
lose money, commerical considera- 
tions are secondary. The sophisti- 
: cated 24-track studio in V Uling en is 
empty much of the time. Of the 26 
LPs released last year, only about 
half were recorded these, and many 
of those involved flying in musi- 
cians from the United States. Con- 
sidering that a jazz album selling 
only 10,000 copies is a hit, it obvi- 
ously doesn't make normal busi- 
ness sense: 

But one has only to see him fin- 
. gcr-popping around the studio dur- 
ing a session to understand what 
the man is about. Or to see the 
enormous smile on his face when 
he greets drummer Elvin Jones, 
who recorded here last month. It’s 
about feeling privileged to be asso- 
ciated with the people and music he 
likes and respects. It's about what 
jazz is about Honestly expended 
energy, and fun. 

“Jazz is immediate, direct per- 
sonal expression," says Mr. 
Brunner-Schwer. “If a jazz musi- 
cian is good, he is almost always 
also a good human being.”

last spring, US. fertilizer producers 
still dominated world markets for 
the vital plant nutrients they manu- 
facture.

BOOKS— 

THE TEAMSTERS 

By Steven Brill Simon & Schuster. Illustrated 414 pp. $11.95. 
Reviewed by Christopher Lehmann-Haupt 


N EVER mind the news that has 
been generated with the re- 
lease of Steven Brill's “The 
Teamsters,” a remarkable work of 
investigative reporting by a young 
lawyer former assistant to the 
mayor of New Yoxk City. Thai 
news is startling, of course — not 
only the detsfls of how and by 
whom fanner Teamster president 
James Hoffa “was disappeared," at 
least according to information that 
the FBI now has in its files; bat 
also the specifics of the s can d alo us 
‘ mishandling of one of the union’s 
major pension funds, which has 
cost the rank and file an estimated 
$385 mHlinn But as usual, the news 
value of the book has relatively lit- 
tle to do with its real moits and 
demerits. The news is for headlines 
and can’t by itself sustain a 10-hour 
reading experience. 

What is interesting and valuable 
about Brill's work is the picture it 
draws of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, and by exten- 
sion of the American labor move- 
ment in- (he 20th century, since the 
Teamsters, boasting membership of 
one out of every 10 American un- 
ion members, remains by far the 
country’s largest union. Also, what 
is fascinating is the way Brill has 
put that picture together.' 

He begins with a golf tourna- 
ment — fee Seventh Annual Frank 
Fitzsimmons Invitational held at 
the Teamster-financed La Costa 
Hold and Country Club, in south- 
ern California on Oct- 13, 1976, to 
raise money for a home for menial- 
ly retarded blind children, A golf 
tournament? Well yes; there is a 
pointed irony about the panjan- 
drums of labor gathered to play 
what was once a rich man’s game. 
But BriO's use of the La Costa tour- 
nament also provides a fonl point 
around widen to array the major 
characters of the book — Teamster 
leaders corrupt and honest, rank- 
and-file memtte ns satisfied and dis- 
satisfied — to whom the succeeding 
nine chapters will be devoted. 

Indeed, as the only pedal point 
in the book’s narrative, that ndf 
tournament bears more than its fair 
burden: Its use becomes very near- 
ly an unintentional parody of the 
new-joumalist technique of forcing 
a specific vantage point down the 
throat of a complex story. But then 
(me can hardly blame Brill He has 
an enormous amount of ground to 
cover, from die history of the union 
in general to biographies of its het- 
erogeneous membershm. He has 
stunningly complicated stories to 
tell — from blow-by-blow accounts 
of how potentially damaging vdt- 
nesses to crimes were murdered by 
the all too prevalent criminal ele- 
ments of the union, to the unravel- 
ing of financi al dimanipr* . tha t 

even federal investigators have in- 
sufficient evidence of to make a 
case stand up in coon. And he has 
objectivity to achieve, for while the 
burden of his Investigation is 
overwhelmingly damaging to die 
Teamsters, he goes to conscientious 
lengths to argue that far from all is 
evil about the union. • 

In fact, its intricately organized 
scheme is part of what makes the 
book interesting to read. Following 
its twists and turns is like watching 
a high-wire performer who seems 
with every step about to plunge 
into the oblivion of chaos.

Czechoslovakia’s Memorial to the Jews

EREZIN, Czechoslovakia 
(HiT) — For nearly two 


centimes its purpose was misery. 
Built in 1780 on the Elbe 


_ . River 
25 miles northwest of Prague, it 
was _ originally a fortress for 
fending off in various from the 
north. In the mid- 19th century, 
after its military usefulness had 
ended, it became a prison for po- 
litical offenders. Later it housed 
its most famous resident, Gavri- 
lo Princip, whose assassination 
of Archduke Ferdinand touched 
off World War I. And in 1941, 
following a visit by the leader of 
the Prague Gestapo, it became a 
concentration camp — eventual- 
ly the largest in the country. The 
camp (then known as Thererien- 
stadt) at Gist held members of 
the Czech .resistance and then, 
until its liberation in 1945, some 
140,000 “undesirables," mainly 
Jewish, who either died at Terra- 
in from starvation or disease, or 
at extermination camps else- 
where. 

Among its World War II pris- 
oners were four artists — Ferdi- 
nand Bloch, Bedrich Fritta, Leo 
Haas and Otto Ungar — who 
depicted in chilling detail life, or 
lack of it, at Terrain: they man- 
aged to smuggle their product to 
the outside world, causing 
enough embarrassment to the 
Nazi regime that Adolf Ech- 
rnann hims elf came to the prison 
to lead the investigation into the 
artists' “subversive" conduct.

In one of them, the 
Pinkas Synagogue, 77,289 names 
line the walls identifying the 
Jews — men. women and chil- 
dren — killed by the Nazis in 
Czechoslovakia.
